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W HEREAS the Officers of the Royal Iriſh © 
Regiment of Artillery did, ſome Time in the 
Year 1765, form themſelves into a Society, 
which they called Tus ANNUITY SOCIETY OF 
THE ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY, 
in order to make a Proviſion for the Widows of 
ſuch Officers as may die, and from Time to 
Time, by Subſcription and otherwiſe, raiſe a a 


Fund för the above Purpoſe. Now we, the So- 


ciety, having with the utmoſt Care and Atten- 
tion examined the Rules heretofore made by the 
Society, are unanimouſly of Opinion that they

And we do hereby declare the following Rules 


to be thoſe to govern us; and by our Signature 
do confirm them.

Tnar each Member of the Society ſhall ſign 
the following Articles of Agreement, indented, - 
made, concluded, and agreed upon, the ſecond 
Day of May, in the Year of our Lord one 
Thouſand ſeven Hundred and eight-five, be- 
tween the ſeveral Parties, Subſcribers, or Un- 
derwriters, whoſe reſpective Names are here- 
unto ſubſcribed or underwritten, for and con- 
cerning the forming themſelves into a Compa- 
ny, Fraternity, Society, or Copartnerſhip, for 
railing a certain Capital Stock or Fund of Mo- 
ney, and thereout providing certain Annuities 
for the reſpective Widows of ſuch reſpective 
Underwriters as ſhall die Members of and in the 
ſaid Society or Company, ſubje, neverthe- 
leſs, to the ſeveral Conditions, Proviſoes, and 
Limitations, herein after, for that Purpoſe, by 
common Conſent, agreed on and witneſſed.

IT is agreed, covenanted, and concluded 
upon, by and between all the ſaid ſubſeribing 
Parties, or Underwriters, that every new and 
future Member who ſhall be elected, ſhall be- 
fore or upon his Admiſſion, but before the Ex- 
ecution * Preſents, advance or pay to the 
Preſident for the Time being, (if ſuch new or 
future Member be a Batchelor,) the Sum of 
Five Shillings Britiſh only: And it is declared 
and agreed, that every ſuch Batchelor ſhall, on 
his Marriage, pay to the -Preſident for the 
Time being, towards the enlargement of the

propoſed and ſeconded in the Committee (at 
leaſt fourteen Days before the Meeting) and be 
balloted for on the next Halt-yearly Meeting of 
the Society; one Black-bean in five to exclude 
the Perſon propoſed. Provided always; that 
Members of this. Soctety leaving the Regiment, 
and continuing to pay their Subſcriptions, ſhall

any Underwriter or Party continuing a Member 
of the ſaid Society to the Time of his Death, 
the Widow of ſuch deceaſed Member ſhall, and 
is hereby declared and agreed to be entitled to 
have and receive from the ſaid Society, during 
her Widowhood, to be paid by the faid Preſi- 
dent for the Time being, who is hereby appoint- 
ed a Truſtee for rhe Payment of ſuch Widow, 
a yearly. Sum or Annuity of Twenty Pounds 
Sterling, net Money, free and clear of and frum 
all Manner of Charges, Impoſitions, or Deduc- 
tions whatſoever, during her Widowhood, as 
aforeſaid, on her previouſly producing to the 
Preſident her Affidavit, ſworn before a j uſtice of 
the Peace of the County where ſhe may happen 
to reſide, of the Death of her Huſband.
